Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (page 13, paragraph 3), filed 12/20/2005, 
with respect to claims 1 1-20 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 11-20 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-28 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

* Rejected claims 1 1-20 have been amended to overcome the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 101; 

* The present invention provides a new camera system and computer program 
for image processing to obtain a high quality image by selecting a region with its plenty 
of image information thereon (specification, page 4, lines 18-22). 

Particularly, the new system and computer program comprise the following 
features, which the prior art taken either singly or in combination does not teach: 

- a coding section for dividing... other than the selection region; and an image 
evaluation section... a large ROI data amount (see independent claim 1); 

- an image evaluation section... a large interim data amount (see independent 
claim 3); 

- an image evaluation section... beginning of the bit stream (see independent 
claim 5); 
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- an image evaluation section... having a high signal level (see independent claim 

7); 

- an image evaluation section... a large tile data amount (see independent claim 

9): 

- instructions for dividing... the selection region; instructions for comparing... ROI 
data amount (see independent claim 11); 

- instructions for comparing... a large interim data amount (see independent claim 

13); 

- instructions for comparing cutoff positions... the beginning of the bit stream 
(see independent claim 15); 

- instructions for comparing... a high signal level (see independent claim 17); 

- instructions for comparing... a large tile data amount (see independent claim 

19).
